Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Tenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Insurance  Department  for  the  Province  of  Alberta. 
This  report  embodies  a  complete  statement  of  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  1922,  and  statement  rendered  showing  returns  made 
by  the  various  companies  and  friendly  societies  registered  under  The 
Alberta  Insurance  Act  for  the  above  mentioned  period. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  to  review  briefly  the 
progress  made  in  the  matter  of  legislation  enacted  in  this  province 
in  uniformity  with  the  other  provinces  of  Canada  as  a  result  of  the 
work  of  the  Association  of  Provincial  Superintendents  of  Insurance. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  through  the  co-operation  of  Provincial 
Superintendents  of  Insurance,  various  insurance  carriers,  and  the 
Commissioners  on  Uniformity  of  Legislation,  the  principle  of  uni¬ 
formity  of  law  respecting  insurance  is  becoming  an  accomplished 
fact. 

The  Model  Fire  Insurance  Policy  Act,  and  The  Model  Life  In¬ 
surance  Act,  which  were  discussed  at  the  annual  conference  in  1922 
held  in  Vancouver  were  carefully  considered  and  adopted  in  prin¬ 
ciple,  with  certain  recommendations.  These  recommendations  were 
presented  to  the  Commissioners  on  Uniformity  of  Legislation  for 
their  consideration  in  preparing  a  draft  for  submission  in  1923. 

A  complete  agreement  was  arrived  at  in  the  1922  conference 
respecting  uniformity  in  regard  to  Automobile  Insurance,  and 
Accident  and  Sickness  Insurance,  legislation  being  effected  at  the 
session  of  1923  in  four  provinces  adopting  the  uniform  provisions 
agreed  upon  respecting  these  classes  of  insurance.  The  session  held 
in  1923  in  Winnipeg  discussed  The  Fire  Insurance  Model  Act,  and 
The  Life  Insurance  Model  Act,  and  was  able  to  reach  an  agreed 
opinion  respecting  the  latter.  This  act  is  therefore  in  readiness  for 
recommendation  and  presentation  to  the  provincial  legislatures  for 
consideration  and  enactment.  There  is  still,  however,  division  of 
opinion  respecting  The  Model  Fire  Insurance  Act,  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  Appraisement  Clause  known  as  provision  17.  On  the 
one  side  the  Superintendents  of  Insurance  are  in  accord  with  the 
views  of  insurance  companies,  various  boards  of  trade  and  manu¬ 
facturers’  associations  in  respect  to  this  particular  provision  as 
opposed  to  a  different  view  expressed  by  the  Commissioners  on 
Uniformity  of  Legislation.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  co-ordinate 
these  differences  of  opinion  and  should  this  be  the  case  it  would 
appear  advisable  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  insurance 
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superintendents  that  some  province  be  selected  to  introduce  the  Act 
as  approved  by  the  conference,  so  that  an  opportunity  will  be 
presented  to  further  discuss  this  proposed  legislation  as  it  passes 
through  the  various  stages  of  legislative  discussion. 

Mutual  Insurance. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  class  of  insurance  has  been  of 
immense  advantage  to  the  farmers  of  this  province  in  the  furnishing 
of  protection  at  cost  and  operating  as  an  equaliser  of  insurance 
rates  adopted  by  other  insurance  carriers.  It  is  essential,  how¬ 
ever,  that  if  this  particular  class  of  insurance  is  to  exist  and 
fulfil  its  proper  function  the  mutual  insurer  must  realise  that  it 
is  necessary  for  him  to  conform  to  such  provisions  as  will  protect 
his  interest  and  create  such  reserve  as  may  be  found  necessary  to 
establish  a  sound  foundation  which  must  exist  if  an  insurance 
business  is  to  be  successful.  The  Insurance  Departments  of  Mani¬ 
toba,  Alberta,  and  Saskatchewan  met  in  conference  with  mutual 
insurance  interests  and  drafted  an  Act  which  contains  provisions 
that  are  greatly  needed  to  safeguard  the  business  of  mutual  in¬ 
surance. 

This  Act  was  in  readiness  for  consideration  by  the  provincial 
legislatures  of  the  three  provinces  in  the  session  of  1923.  Sas¬ 
katchewan  passed  the  New  Mutual  Act  but  Alberta  and  Manitoba 
did  not  introduce  this  Bill  into  the  House.  It  is  desirable  that  at 
the  coming  session  in  1924  the  Act  will  be  considered  and  if  possible 
enacted  and  that  the  Mutual  Act  passed  in  1903  be  repealed. 

Other  questions  before  the  conference  included  reciprocal  pro¬ 
vincial  deposits  for  inter-provincial  companies  and  reserves  for 
insurance  companies  other  than  Life  Companies.  These  have  been 
referred  back  to  the  respective  committees  for  further  considera¬ 
tion,  as  it  is  deemed  wise  to  allow  uniformity  in  respect  to  these 
questions  to  rest  until  all  interests  concerned  have  come  to  an 
agreed  opinion. 

The  principle  of  joint  inspection  of  companies  has  again  been 
in  operation  and  such  results  attained  as  justified  the  departments 
in  this  arrangement.  When  this  system  develops  in  such  a  way  that 
more  detailed  reports  will  be  furnished  and  signed  by  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  departments  examining  the  companies  it  will  be  far 
in  advance  of  the  inspection  work  carried  on  under  the  old  system. 

Among  other  questions  which  will  arise  in  the  near  future  re¬ 
quiring  careful  thought  the  following  might  be  herein  briefly  noted : 

1.  Qualification  of  Agents ; 

2.  Acquisition  cost  of  Insurance; 

3.  Control  of  rates  and  commissions. 

These  matters  are  securing  considerable  attention  in  the  United 
States  and  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  a  close  study  of 
the  principles  involved.

Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  26,  of 
Chapter  198  of  the  revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1922,  an  Act  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  Prevention  and  Suppression  of  Fires,  I  have  the  honour 
to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the  third  annual  report 
covering  the  operations  of  the  Department  from  January  1st  to 
December  31st,  1922. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  continuous  trail  of  devastation 
by  lire.  The  fire  demon  has  no  respect  for  life  or  property.  Ap¬ 
proximately  $2,500,000  worth  of  property  was  destroyed  and  38 
lives  sacrificed,  the  majority  of  whom  were  women  and  children — 
a  serious  indictment  of  our  habits  of  carelessness.  Although  1,482 
fires  have  been  reported  to  this  Department  several  more  of  a  minor 
character  have  occurred  which  makes  the  actual  total  loss  exceed 
that  estimated  in  this  report. 

Fire  Insurance  Companies,  Civic  Organizations,  Municipal 
Officials  as  well  as  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  have  carried  on 
energetic  campaigns  during  the  past  two  years,  yet  in  spite  of  this 
fact  we  are  faced  with  the  apathy  of  the  public  in  their  disregard  of 
the  observance  of  the  simplest  methods  of  fire  prevention.  The 
general  causes  of  fires  are  of  no  little  concern  when,  according  to 
estimates  as  accurately  determined  as  possible,  it  is  found  that 
almost  80%  of  fires  occurring  are  due  to  carelessness  and  are  easily 
preventable.  Citizens  of  Alberta  must,  therefore,  learn  that  the 
“job”  of  reducing  Alberta’s  fire  waste  is  their  “job”  and  cannot 
be  delegated  to  the  Legislature  or  any  fire  department,  and  only  when 
this  is  realized  can  we  hope  for  real  results. 

Compilation  of  Statistics. 

During  the  year  1922,  1,482  fires  occurred  in  the  Province 
accounting  for  a  damage  to  buildings  and  contents  of  $2,052,398.98 
as  compared  with  993  fires  and  a  damage  of  $1,737,604.95  for  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  489  fires  and  a  loss  value  of  $314,793.05, 
(Table  No.  1)  or  an  increase  of  612  fires  and  loss  of  $988,205.45  over 
the  year  1920.  A  comparison  of  the  fire  losses  since  the  promulga¬ 
tion  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Act  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  2. 

As  was  the  case  in  1921,  table  No.  3,  shows  that  dwellings  and 
other  similar'  non-hazardous  properties  are  responsible  for  the 
larger  percentage  of  our  monetary  fire  waste.  A  significant  feature 
of  this  report  shows  fires  occurred  in  413  dwellings,  in' the  homes 
where  people  live  and  where  extreme  measures  of  caution  should 
be  exercised  to  guard  against  such  disaster. 
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The  largest  number  of  fires  is  classified  as  undetermined.  There 
were  315  of  these  fires.  Ranking  second  are  overheated  stoves, 
furnaces  or  stove  pipes,  causing  190  fires  while  defective  chimneys 
and  flues  caused  122  fires.  Children  playing  with  matches  was  the 
cause  of  58  fires,  which  is  a  high  percentage,  as  carefulness  on  the 
part  of  the  parent  could  have  eliminated  this  class  of  fire  altogether. 
If  the  matches  are  left  where  they  can  easily  be  reached,  then  the 
child  will  be  bound  to  reach  them.  Kerosene  and  gasoline  came  in 
for  their  share  of  the  general  conflagration,  producing  61  fires.  The 
appalling  feature  of  the  last  two  mentioned  causes  is  that  they  so 
often  result  in  death  or  serious  injury.  Lightning  wTas  the  cause 
of  40  fires. 

Investigation. 

Arson  is  the  second  major  crime  in  the  Criminal  Code  of  Can¬ 
ada,  inasmuch  as  it  provides  a  penalty  the  maximum  of  which  is 
life  imprisonment,  and  is  a  crime  far  more  prevalent  than  the  aver¬ 
age  citizen  imagines.  There  have  been  during  the  past  year  many 
fires  which,  to  say  the  least,  were  more  or  less  of  suspicious  origin. 

The  professional  “arsonist”  is  not  a  criminal  just  starting  on 
a  life  of  crime  but  has  been  carrying  on  his  work  of  destruction 
throughout  the  American  Continent  for  years  and  is  therefore 
crafty  and  well  equipped  for  his  work.  He  is  ingenious  and  so  care¬ 
fully  lays  his  plans  that,  in  almost  every  case,  serious  difficulties  are 
experienced  in  obtaining  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  bringing  a 
case  to  trial. 

Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  investigation  officers 
of  this  Department  by  Provincial  and  City  Police  forces,  Fire  Bri¬ 
gades,  Adjusters  and  local  assistants.  Special  mention  in  this  con¬ 
nection  should,  however,  be  made  to  the  Edmonton  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  for  its  excellent  spirit  of  co-operation. 

Fires  of  questionable  origin  have  taken  officials  of  this  De¬ 
partment  practically  all  over  the  Province  and  investigations  have 
been  worked  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  ever  before.  The  number 
of  cases  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  during,  the  year 
which  were  considered  suspicious  was  42,  34  of  which  were  disposed 
of,  while  8  were  still  under  investigation  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Of  the  cases  disposed  of,  10  informations  were  laid,  6  convictions 
obtained,  2  found  not  guilty  while  one  absconded,  and  one  com¬ 
mitted  for  trial.  See  Table  No.  6. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  insurance  involved  in  the  cases 
where  convictions  were  obtained  amounts  to  $47,800.00  while  other 
insurance  involved  is  shown  as  $10,400.00  making  a  total  saving  to 
the  fire  insurance  companies  concerned  of  $58,200.00. 

Deaths. 

Table  No.  7  sets  forth  deaths  resulting  from  fires  as  follows  :

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A  loss  of  38  during  the  year  1922  or  an  increase  of  15  deaths 
over  last  year’s  report. 

Inspection. 

The  Department  continued  through  the  year  1922  to  employ 
one  travelling  inspector  attending  to  the  duties  of  inspection.  He 
covered  as  large  a  portion  of  the  Province  as  possible  (not  previ¬ 
ously  visited)  and  inspected  241  towns  or  villages  and  issued  230 
orders  for  the  correction  of  defects  of  various  kinds  as  set  out  in 
Table  No.  5. 

This  office  is  ready  at  all  times  to  help  any  community  in  its 
efforts  to  make  conditions  safer  for -life  and  property  and  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  resources  of  our  Province,  yet  there  are  many  difficulties 
which  stand  in  the  way  and  which  can  be  best  handled  by  local 
authorities  themselves.  By-Laws  have  been  found  to  be  inadequate 
from  a  fire  prevention  standpoint  and  accordingly  on  the  advice  of 
our  inspectors  have  to  be  amended  or  added  to.  A  great  deal  of 
work  of  this  nature  has  been  accomplished.
